cities and fortified camps, proved 11 
lusory as a remedy for the suffering 
The unfortunates, being for the most 
part women and children, with aged 
and helpless men, enfeebled by dis- 
ease and hunger, could not have tilled 
the soil, without tools, seed or shelter 
for their own support or for the supply 


sacrifices of life by internecine con- 
flicts beyond their borders, is justifiable 
on rational grounds. The grounds for 
such Intervention may be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 


"First—In the cause of humanity and 


to put an end to the barbarities, blood- 
shed, starvation and horrible miseries 
now existing there, and which the par- 
ties to the conflict are either unable or 
unwilling to stop or mitigate. It is no 
answer to say this is all in another 
country, belonging to another nation 
and Is therefore none of our business! 
It is specially our duty, for it is right at 
our door. 


"Second—We owe it to our citizens in 


Cuba to afford them that protection 
and Indemnity for life and property 
which no government there can or will 
afford, and to that end to terminate the 
conditions that deprive them of legal 
protection. 


"Third—The right to intervene may be 


Justified by the very serious in jury to the 
commerce, trade and business of our 
people and by the wanton destruction 
of property and devastation of the isl- 
and. 


"Fourth—Aid. which is of the utmost 


importance. The present condition of 
affairs hi Cuba is a constant menace 
to our peace, and entails upon this gov- 
ernment an enormous expense. With 
such a conflict waged for years in an 
island so near us and with which our 
people have such trade and business 
relations—when the lives and liberty of 
our citizens are in constant danger and 
their property destroyed and them- 
selves ruined—where,our trading ves- 
sels are liable to seizure and are seized 
at our very door, by warthips of a for- 
eign nation, the expeditions of 
bustering that we are powerless al- 
together to prevent, and the irritating

"In view of these facts and of these 


considerations I ask the congress to au- 
thorize and empower the president to 
take measures to secure a full and 
final termination of hostilities between 
the government of Spain and the peo- 
ple of Cuba, and to secure in the isl- 
and the establishment of a stable gov- 
ernment, capable of maintaining order 
and observing its international obliga- 
tions, ensuring peace and tranquility 
and the security of its citizens as well 
as our own, and to use the military and 
naval forces of the United States as 
may be necessary for these purposes. 


"And in the interest of humanity and 


to aid in preserving the lives of the 
starving people of the island, I rec- 
ommend that the distribution of food 
and supplies be continued, and that an 
appropriation be made out of the pub- 
lic treasury to supplement the charity 
of our citizens. 


"The Issue is now with the congress. 
It Is a solemn responsibility. I have 
exhausted every effort to relieve the 
intolerable condition of affairs which is 
at our doors. Prepared to execute every 
obligation imposed upon me by the con- 
stitution and the law, I await your 
action. 
: 


"Yesterday,-and since the preparation 


of the foregoing message, official infor- 
mation was received by me that the 
latest decree of the queen regent of 
Spain directs General Blanco, In order 
to prepare and facilitate peace, to pro- 
claim a suspension of hostilities, the 
duration and details of which have not 
yet been communicated to me. This

"In any event the destruction of the

Both Houses Will Demand Prompt 


Action on Cnba.

responsibility for the next move in the 
Spanish crisis having been shifted b> 
the president's message upon the 
shoulder* of congress, the Capitol yester- 
day became the storm center, with the 
foreign affairs committees of the two 
houses as the foci. The struggle in 
each committee was long and bitter, 
with this marked difference between 
that at the senate wing and that at the 
house end of the Capitol—in the sen- 
ate committee the Democrats as we! I 
as the Republicans participated, while 
at the house end the task was to se- 
cure harmonious action among the Re- 
publicans so as to present, if possible, 
a solid front when the Democrats were 
finally called in for action. 


The senate committee's resolution 


will be the more radical of the two. It 
will declare for immediate intervention, 
a general recognition of the rights of 
the Cuban people to freedom and inde- 
pendence, and will demand the with- 
drawal of the Spanish forces from the 
island. 


By a practically unanimous vote, the 


Cuban conference of Republican repre- 
sentatives decided last night to work 
In harmony with the house foreign af- 
fairs committee on representations of 
the latter's firm position to be incor- 
porated in a report to the house, ex- 
pected today. This is the most signifi- 
cant step yet taken by the body of 
about three score aggressive Republi- 
can members whose course has been 
towards radical action. They were in 
session for an hour yesterday at the 
adjournment of the house, and after 
some vigorous speeches and the sub- 
mission of a report on how the foreign 
affairs committee stood decided that 
they would be satisfied with the report 
from the foreign affairs committee If it 
made no change in the position H an- 
nounced to the steering committee, sub- 
stantially as follows:

The ovation that has followed Consul 


General Lee since he set foot on Ameri- 
can soil on his return from Havana 
culminated last night in Washington 
in what was in many ways one of the 
most remarkable demonstrations th» 
city has ever seen. From the moment 
he alighted In the railroad station In 
the afternoon he was surrounded by a 
cheering crowd that followed him to 
the state department, and the spectacle 
of army and navy offiqers and govern- 
ment employes cheering outside the 
very door of the secretary of state was 
wholly unprecedented In the history of 
that staid department. At night the 
city turned out in thousands, when a 
serenade was given General Lee at his 
hotel, and stood for hours In the street 
waiting for a glimpse of him. A large 
party came from New Tork, and there 
were fireworks and bands of music. 
General Lee was obliged to make a 
speech. In which he declared that If 
war comes In a few days or a few years 
New York and Virginia would stand 
shoulder to shoulder. 


The popular official arrived at 2:30 yes- 
terrday afternoon, and it was with dif- 
ficulty that he reached the carriage in 
waiting. The enthusiasm was uncon- 
trollable and the crush tremendous. At 
the state department the clerks deserted 
their desks and cheered him to the door 
of Secretary Sherman's room. His sub- 
sequent trip to the White House was a 
Continuous ovation.

Washington, April 12.—President Mc­ 
Kinley’s message to congress on the 
Cuban question, which was transmitted 
yesterday, reviews a t length the revo­ 
lution which has waged on that island 
for more than three years past, which 
Is “but a successor of similar Insurrec- 
• tions which have occurred In Cuba dur­ 
ing nearly half a century,** and de­ 
clares the latest outbreak "a struggle 
unequaled in the history of the isl­ 
and/* which has "subjected the Uni­ 
ted States to great effort and 
ex­ 
pense 
in 
enforcing 
Its 
neutrality 
laws, 
caused 
enormous 
losses 
to 
American trade and commerce, caused 
’ irritation, annoyance and disturbance 
j among our citizens, and by the exer­ 
cise of cruel, barbarous and uncivilized 
practices of warfare, shocked tb^ sen- 
I sibilities and offended the humane sym­ 
pathies of our people.*1 
The message then proceeds in sub- 
; stance as follows: 
» 
“A once prosperous community has 
been reduced to comparative want and 
Its people have perished by tens of 
thousands from hunger and destitu­ 
tion. Our trade has suffered; the cap­ 
ital invested by our citizens in Cuba 
has been largely lost, and the temper 
aijd forbearance of our people have 
been so sorely tried as to beget a peril­ 
ous unrest am onr our own citizens, 
which has Inevitably found its expres­ 
sion from time to time in the national 
legislature.** 


After referring to the futile efforts 
of his predecessor to bring peace in 
Cuba he dwells at length on the order 
of concentration of Qeneral Weyler, of 
which he savs: 


“By the time the present adminis­ 
tration took office a year ago the agri­ 
cultural population, to the estimated 
number of 300,000 or more, was herded 
within the towns and their immediate 
vicinage, deprived of the means of sup­ 
port, rendered destitute of shelter, left 
poorly clad and exposed to the most 
unsanitary conditions. As the scarcity 
of food increased with the devastation 
of the depopulated areas of production 
destitution and want became misery 
and starvation. Month by month the 
death rate increased in an alarming 
ratio. By March, 1897, according to 
conservative estimates from Spantsn 
official sources, the mortality among the 
reconcentrados, from starvation and 
the diseases thereto incident, exceeded 
60 per cent of the total number. No 
practical relief was accorded to the 
destitute. The overburdened towns, al­ 
ready suffering from general dearth, 
could give no aid. 


Illu so ry “ Zones o f C u ltiv a tio n .” 
“The so called ‘zones of cultivation,* 
established within the immediate area 
of effective miliary control about the 
cities and fortified camps, proved il­ 
lusory as a remedy for the suffering. 
The unfortunates, being for the most 
part women and children, with aged 
and helpless men, enfeebled 
by dis­ 
ease and hunger, could not have tilled 
the soil, without tools, seed or shelter, 
for their own support or for the supply 
of the cities. Reconcentration, adopted 
avowedly as a war measure in order 
to cut off the resources of the insur­ 
gents, worked its predestined result. As 
I said in my message of last December, 
it was not civilized warfare; it was 
extermination. The only peace it could 
beget was that of the wilderness and 
the grave.” 


Referring to the assassination of P re­ 
mier Canovas 
and the 
accession to 
power In Spain of a more liberal party, 
the message deals with the pledges of 
autonomy of the Sagasta cabinet and 
then discusses the work of the char­ 
itable people In this country In reliev­ 
ing 
the 
distressed 
reconcentrados, 
which has resulted in saving thousands 
of lives. 
The president declares fu r­ 
ther that “the war in Cuba is of such 
a nature that, short of subjugation or 
military extermination, a final military 
victory for either side seems imprac­ 
ticable/* 


“Realizing this/* 
he 
declares, 
"it 
appeared to be my duty in a spirit of 
true friendliness, no less to Spam than 
to the Cubans who have so much to 
lose by the prolongation of the struggle, 
to seek to bring about an immediate 
termination of the war, 
To this end 
I submitted on the 27th ult., as a result 
of much Representation and correspond­ 
ence through the United States min­ 
ister at Madrid, propositions to the 
Spanish government 
looking to 
an 
armistice until Oct. 1 for the negotia­ 
tion of peace with the good offices of 
the president/* 


The reply of the Spanish government 
to the above was to the effc. * that they 
would accept at once a suspension of 
hostilities iü applied for by the insur­ 
gents. 
Then the efforts of General 
Woodford in the interest of peace are 
recounted, and then the president, after 
afgulng a t length against either the 
recognition of Cuban belligerency or 
independence, and citing numerous pre- , 
cedents in support of his position, con- j 
tiquea: 


I 
“There remain the alternative forms 
of intervention to end the war, either as 
an impartial neutral by Imposing a 
rational compromise between the con­ 
testants, or as the active ally of the 
one party or the other. 


Reason* F o r In terv en tio n . 


“The forcible intervention of the Uni­ 
ted States as a neutral, to stop the war, 
according to the large dictates of hu­ 
manity and following many historical 
precedents where 
neighboring states 
have interfered to check the hopeless 
sacrifices of life by internecine con­ 
flicts beyond their borders, is justifiable 
on rational grounds. The grounds for 
such intervention may be briefly sum­ 
marized as follows: 


“First—In the cause of humanity and 
to put an end to the barbarities, blood­ 
shed, starvation and horrible miseries 
now existing there, and which the par­ 
ties to the conflict are either unable or 
unwilling to stop or mitigate. It is no 
answer to say this Is all in another 
country, belonging to another nation, 
and is therefore none of our business. 
It is specially our duty, for it is right at 
our door. 


“Second—We owe it to our citizens in 
Cuba to afford them that protection 
and indemnity for life and property 
which no government there can or will 
afford, and to that end to terminate the 
conditions that deprive them of legal 
protection. 


“Third—The right to intervene maybe 
Justified by the very serious injury to the 
commerce, trade and business of our 
people and by the wanton destruction 
of property and devastation of the isl­ 
and. 


“Fourth—Aid, which is of the utmost 
importance. 
The present condition of 
affairs in Cuba Is a constant menace 
to our peace, and entails upon this gov­ 
ernment an enormous expense. 
With 
such a conflict waged for years in an I 
Island so near us and with which our * 
people have such trade and business J 
relations—when the lives and liberty of 
our citizens are in constant danger and 
their property destroyed and 
them­ 
selves ruined—where our trading ves­ 
sels are liable to seizure and are seized 
a t otir very door, by warships of a for­ 
eign nation, 
the expeditions of fili­ 
bustering th at we are powerless al­ 
together to prevent, and the irritating 
questions and entanglements thus aris­ 
ing—all these and other»’ that I need 
not mention, with the resulting strain­ 
ed relations, are a constant menace to 
our peace and compel us to keep on a 
semi-war footing with a nation with 
which we are at peace. 


“These elements of danger and dis- 
order already pointed out have been 
strikingly illustrated by a tragic event 
which has deeply and Justly moved the 
American people. I have already trans­ 
mitted to congress the report of the 
naval court of Inquiry on the destruc­ 
tion of the battleship Maine in the h ar­ 
bor of H avana during the night of the 
15th of February. The destruction of 
that noble vessel has filled the n a ­ 
tional heart with inexpressible horror. 
Two hundred and fifty-eight 
brave 
sailors and marines and two officers of 
our navy, reposing In the fancied se­ 
curity of a friendly harbor, have been 
hurled to death, grief and want brought 
to their homes and sorrow to the na­ 
tion/' 


The D estruction o f th e M aine. 


“The naval court of inquiry which it 
is needless to say commands the un­ 
qualified confidence of the government, 
was unanimous in its conclusion that 
the 
destruction 
of the Maine was 
caused by an exterior explosion, that 
of a submarine mine. It did not as­ 
sume to place the responsibility. That 
remains to be fixed. 


“In any event the destruction of the 
Maine, by whatever exterior cause, is 
a patent and impressive proof of a 
state of things in Cuba that is intol­ 
erable. That condition is thus shown 
to be such that the Spanish govern­ 
ment cannot assure safety and secur­ 
ity to a vessel of the American navy 
in the harbor of Havana on a mission 
of peace, and rightfully there. 


“Further referring to this connection 
to recent diplomatic correspondence, a 
dispatch from our minister tp Spain, of 
the 26th ult,, contained the statement 
th at the Spanish minister for foreign 
affairs 
assured him 
positively 
that 
Spain will do all that the highest honor 
and Justice required in the m atter of 
the Maine. The reply above referred 
to of the 31st ult. also contained an 
expression of the readiness of Spain to ! 
submit to an arbitration all the dif- • 
ferences which can arise in this m at­ 
ter, which Is subsequently explained 
by the note of the Spanish minister at 
Washington of the 10th Jnst, as fol­ 
lows: 


" 4As to the question of fact which 
springs from the diversity of views be­ 
tween the report of the American and 
Spanish boards, Spain proposes that 
the fact be ascertained by an impartial 
investigation by experts, whose deci­ 
sion Spain accepts in advance. 


“To this I made no reply/’ 
He then quote from the messages of 
Presidents Grant and Cleveland and 
from his own message of December last 
opposing recognition of the Cuban in­ 
surgents, declaring they have not yet 
demonstrated their ability to hold a 
stable government, and proceeds: 


Spain Cannot Subdue th e Cubaug. 
“The lonjf trial has proved that the 
objefit fur which &pai3. haj. waujod. war 


cannot be attained?^*Thè fire "of insur­ 
rection m ay flame or may smoulder 
with varying seasons, but it has not 
been and it is plain that it cannot be 
extinguished by present methods. The 
only hope of relief and repose from a 
condition which can no longer be en­ 
dured is the enforced pacification of 
Cuba. In the name of humanity, In the 
name of civilization, In behalf of en­ 
dangered 
American 
Interests 
which 
give us the right and the duty to speak 
and to act, the war in Cuba must stop. 


“In view of these facts and of these 
considerations I ask the congress to au­ 
thorize and empower the president to 
take measures to secure a full and 
final termination of hostilities between 
the government of Spain and the peo­ 
ple of Cuba, and to secure in the isl­ 
and the establishment of a stable gov­ 
ernment, capable of maintaining order 
and obseYvlng its international obliga­ 
tions, ensuring peace and tranquility 
and the security of its citizens as well 
as our own, and to use the military and 
naval forces of the United States as 
may be necessary for these purposes. 


“And In the interest of humanity and 
to aid In preserving the lives of the 
starving people of the island, I rec­ 
ommend that the distribution of food 
and supplies be continued, and that an 
appropriation be made out of the pub­ 
lic treasury to supplement the charity 
of our citizens. 


“The Issue Is now with the congress. 
It Is a solemn responsibility. I have 
exhausted everv effort to relieve the 
intolerable condition of affairs which is 
at our doors. Prepared to execute every 
obligation imposed upon me by the con­ 
stitution and the law, I await your 
action. 


“Yesterday.'and since the preparation 
of the foregoing message, official infor­ 
mation was received by me that the 
latest decree of the queen regent of 
Spain directs General Blanco, in order 
to prepare and facilitate peace, to pro­ 
claim a suspension of hostilities, the 
duration and details of which have not 
yet been communicated to me. 
This 
fact, with every other pertinent con­ 
sideration, will, I am sure, have your 
just and careful attention in the solemn 
deliberations upon which you are about 
to enter. 
If this measure attains a 
successful result, then our aspirations 
us a Christian, peace loving people will 
»e realized. If it falls it will bo only 
another justification for M r contem- 
|lated action. h 


Both Houses Will Demand Prompt 
Action on Cuba. 


ISLAND MUST BE IliDSPEHDElfT 


Washington, April lJrVThe burden oi 
responsibility for the next move in the 
Spanish crisis having been shifted by 
the 
president's 
message 
upon 
the 
shoulders of congress, the Capitol yester­ 
day became the storm center, with the 
foreign affairs committees of the two 
houses as the foci. The struggle in 
each committee was long and bitter, 
with this marked difference between 
that at the senate wing and that at the 
house end of the Capitol—in the sen­ 
ate committee the Democrats as well 
as the Republicans participated, while 
at the house end the task was to se­ 
cure harmonious action among the Re­ 
publicans so as to present, if possible, 
a solid front when the Democrats were 
finally called In for action. 


The 
senate committee's resolution 
will be the more radical of the two. It 
will declare for immediate intervention, 
a general recognition of the rights of 
the Cuban people to freedom and inde­ 
pendence, and will demand the with­ 
drawal of the Spanish forces from the 
island. 


By a practically unanimous vote, the 
Cuban conference of Republican repre­ 
sentatives decided last night to work 
in harmony with the house foreign af­ 
fairs committee on representations of 
the latter’s firm position to be Incor­ 
porated in a report to the house, ex­ 
pected today. This is the most signifi­ 
cant step yet taken by the body of 
about three score aggressive Republi­ 
can members whose course has been 
towards radical action. 
They were in 
session for an hour yesterday at the 
adjournment of the house, and after 
some vigorous speeches and the sub­ 
mission of a report on how the foreign 
affairs committee stood decided that 
they would be satisfied with the report 
from the foreign affairs committee if it 
made no change in the position it a n ­ 
nounced to the steering committee, sub­ 
stantially as follows: 


A preamble reciting the conditions in 
Cuba, consisting largely of quotations 
from the president's message, which 
constitutes a scathing arraignment of 
Spanish misrule and the barbarities of 
the war, a vigorous reference to the 
blowing up of the Maine and a resolu­ 
tion authorizing, empowering and di­ 
recting the president to intervene at i 
once for the purpose of restoring peace 
and order and the establishing of a 
firm, stable and independent govern­ 
ment on the Island of Cuba, with the * 
free consent of the people of the island, 1

Method* of Flio-Kl^litlnjf. 


In St. Nicholas there is un arti- 


cle ou "The Quick Horse," by F. 8. 
Dellenbuugh. devoted to the horses of 
the modern lire department. 
Mr. 


Dellenbaugh says: It is only within 
recent yearn that quick horses have 
been developed and appreciated and 
admired, and the poet has not yet at- 
tempted to snip the praises of this 
more prosaic bi t uoble animal. Yet, 
after till. too:ieub:> carefully examines 
the matter, the quick hoi se appears to 
have quite as good, if not a better 
claim upon our admiration and sym- 
pathy and encouragement. The swift 
horse i\ius the race; and in these days 
he may cause considerable money to 
change hands, in which there is cer- 
tainly nothing that is commendable. 
But the quick horse I write about 
eaves life, saves property, and under 
modern conditions of lite is essential 
to oiir safety and general well-being. 
He is the tesult indirectly o£, poor 
building — an oatgrowth of our skill- 
ful American fire departments, which 
could not now e -list without him. 


Not so very many 'years ago," when 


a fire broke out, everybody far and 
near begau to run and, especially, be- 
gau to yell; and the volunteer firemen 
of that time, being in the service for 
the exciteinent'of it, joined in the yall, 
and started out the old hand-engine 
from its solemn repbse7while the fore- 
man running ahead shouted *innnrner- 
able orders hoarsely through his trum- 
pet, to the great delight of hundreds 
of small boys panting to keep up in 
the glorious race. 


The fire — that was altogether a sec- 


ondary matter; and -when they all fi- 
nally got there, they went to work 
with more or less efficiency. 
There 


was a great deal of fun in the business, 
but fires were not extinguished. 
Our 


cities in the early days were not built 
to prevent fires, but seemed, if any- 
thing, rather built to encourage them. 


In France we may well be amused 


as we watch the pompier corps trun- 
dle its bath-tub on wheels to the scene 
of conflagration, and deliberately fill 
its apartments with water dipped up 
from the gutter, whence it is thrown 
by a little pump upon the flames, be- 
cause we know much of the architec- 
ture there is solid, and if the tire is 
not extinguished it will soon burn it- 
sejif out. 
But in our country a mere 


spark may in a few seconds become a 
devouring furnace, and destroy house 
after house and block after block. 
Many buildings are tinder-boxes, and 
our dry climate adds to their inflamma- 
bility, while the ever-present careless 
or lazy workman by improper construc- 
tion gives the fire its first opportunity.

Restoring Pompeii. 


Another notable find has just been 


added to the long list of historical 
marvels in the buried city of Pompeii, 
in southern Italy.

remain almost as they were on the 
fatal day, August 24, A. D. 79, when the 
ashes and lava of Vesuvius cut the 
thread of the busy and luxurious life 
of the city.

Fried Cream. 


Put half pint milk in a saucepan, 


add two tablespoonfuls flour, one 
whole egg, a pinch of salt and one 
tablespoonful sugar, teaspoonful but- 
ter, stir this over the fire to a thick 
creamy mixture, remove from fire, add 
half teaspoonful vanilla and the yolk 
of one egg, then set aside to cool. 
In 


the meantime, put some fat, lard or 
eottolene over the fire to heat, the 
same as for crullers. > Then mik the 
yolk of one egg with one-quarter cup 
milk, a pinch of salt, one tablespoon- 
ful melted butter and two tablespoon- 
fuls flour, mix to a smooth batter; 
add last the beaten whites of two 
eggs. When the fat is hot, take small 
portions with a teaspoon from the 
cold, boiled cream, drop it in the bat- 
ter, then take it with a spoon, so that 
the cream is completely covered with 
the batter; then let it fall into the fat, 
fry light brown; continue till all are 
fried. This will make about twenty 
cream frittters; serve them dusted with 
sugar or with fruit or lemon sauce. 
The cream inside is soft, the same as 
cream cakes. .In place of vanilla flav- 
oring, a little orange, lemon or almond 
may be used.—'Boston Cultivator.

S m allest T im epiece In th o W orld. 


The smallest watch in tiie world is 
at present on exhibition in a show 
window in Berlin. 
It is the latest 
triumph in the art of watchmaking— 
the art that has made such wonderful 
progress within‘the last decade. 


The lilliputian timepiece was made 
in Geneva. Following are given some 
of the tiny dimensions of its works. 


The diameter of the little watch is 
less than half an inch. 
The exact 
measurement is JLO 1-2 millimetres, or 
.4137 inch. 


Its thickness is 3 millimetres, 
or 
.1182 inch, being but little more than 
a tenth of an inch. 


The length of the minute hand is 
2 4-10 millimetres, or .09456 inch. 
That of the hour hand is 1 3-10 milli­ 
metres,- or .05132 inch. 
v 


The entire works of the tiny watch 
comprise ninety-live individual pieces, 
audits exact weight is 14.3499 grains, 
or, according to the metric system, 9*3 
centigrammes— less 
than a single 
gram! 


After having been wound up with 
tho diminutive key the watch will run 
for twenty-eight hours. 
The main­ 
spring when run down has a circum­ 
ference of .13396 inch. 
Its weight is 
38 milligrammes, or .5902 grain. 


The weight of the four main wheels 
with their springs,is 42 milligrammes, 
or *01(58 grain. 
There are thirteen 
cogs on tho little cylinder wheel, 
which has a circumference of 2 milli­ 
metres, or .0783 inch, and weighs .75 
milligramme, or .01155 grain. 


The balance has a circumference of 
3.57 millimetres, or .140658 inch. 
In 
one hour it completes 18,152 revolu­ 
tions, traveling a distance of 9842 
feet 0 inches. 


The most delicate tools and measur­ 
ing instruments wore made specially 
for the construction of this lilliputian 
watch. 
The preliminary work in the 
making of the timepiece was very ex­ 
pensive, and the selling price of the 
watch is comparatively low, being 
§1250,—New York Herald.

Another notable find has just been 
added to the long list of historical 
marvels in the buried city of Pompeii, 
in southern Italy. 
A house of excep­ 
tional beauty has been unearthed. 
It 
is called the Domus Vittiorum. 
In 
the hall altars, statuary and tables 
remain almost as they were on the 
fatal day, August 24, A. D. 79, when the 
ashes and lava of Vesuvius cut the 
thread of the busy and luxurious life 
of the city. 
Among them four mar 
ble tables have been especially well 
preserved, and at the base of the col­ 
umns in several places the little altars 
yet support the figures of the gods 
and goddesses, Jupiter, Venus, Bacchus 
and Cupid, to whom they were dedi­ 
cated. 
All the rooms opening from 
the halls are richly decorated in the 
manuer peculiar to the Pompeiians, 
with sculpture and paintings in colors, 
which ai*9 yet almost as they were 
when first laid.

Zanzibar is to the trade in ivory 
what Cape Town is to the diamond 
business. 
Many carloads of mam­ 
moth tusks are shipped from Zanzi­ 
bar each month of the year, and native 
merchants have 
grown 
immensely 
wealthy in the business of gathering 
and shipping the elephant’s contribu­ 
tion to tho world’s commerce. 


The largest shipment of ivory tusks 
ever sent from Zanzibar was trans­ 
ported on the sailing vessel Madeira 
to Aden and thence by steamer to 
New York. The value of the shipment 
amounted to nearly §100,000, and con­

LOVING ROMEO AND JULIET- 


T heir B o d ie s S till E x h ib ite d a n d H a v e 
B e e n P h o to g r a p h e d . 


There Is strong evidence that the or­ 
iginal Romeo and Juliet were the lovers 
of Teruel, an ancient city in Spain. The 
legend of the lovers of Teruel has ex­ 
isted in Spain longer than that of 
Romeo and Juliet in Italy, and the two 
closely resemble ono another. 
It is 
merely the story of two youiigvlpvers 
who die’ rather than live without one 
another. ♦ 
Archer M. Huntington, a student of 
Spanish literature, has visited Teruei 
and there seen and photographed the 
mortal remains of the two bodies. 


They died early In the thirteenth ceu- 
tury, and were buried in a chapel of 
the Church of San Pedro. In 1555, dur­ 
ing a renovation of the chapel, their 
tomb was discovered. From that time 
it remained undisturbed until 1619, 
when the repairs of the chapel were 
terminated. Again the lovers rested in 
peace until 1708, when they were re­ 
moved to the . cloister and set up in a 
cupboard with a marble inscription 
above them: 


“Here repose the celebrated Lovers 
of Teruel, Don Juan Diego Martinez de 
Marcilla and Dona Ysabel de Segura. 
They died in the year 1217, and In 1708 
were transferred to this church/' 
“Finally,” says Mr. Huntington, “in 
1S54 the people of Teruel, realizing at 
last the Importance of their mummi­ 
fied lovers, had them placed upon a 
walnut stand, supported mechanically 
In a standing position and clothed in 
light gauze skirts! It is impossible to 
conceive anything more grotesque or 
amusingly horrible. The romantic and 
passionate story ends in a showcase. 
The dusty, bony corpses raised to a hor­ 
rible similitude of life, are even so ad­ 
justed as to suggest an affectionate 
gaze towsrd each other—a gaze eman­ 
ating from profound sockets, ‘above 
which are two bald and glassy heads. 
Marcella is the best preserved, the lady 
having been injured and having lost an 
eye in the exhumation in 1555.” 


The most valuable literary version of 
the story of the lovers of Teruel was 
written by Don Juan Eugenio Ilartzen- 
bosch In 1837.

Mabt'atta Method of 


Debt*. 


Many queer stories are told of the 


persistence and clever devices of th« 
collectors of bad debts; but even a pro- 
fessional humorist would find It hard 
to Invent anything more absurd than 
the method actually la use among the 
Mahrattas—at least, If travelers' talea 
are to be trusted. 


In that country—so they say—when 


a creditor cannot get his money and 
begins to regard the debt as desper* 
ate, he proceeds to sit "dhurna" upon 
his debtor, that is, he squats down at 
the door of his victim's tent, and there* 
by, In some mysterious way, becomes 
master of the situation. No one can 
go In or out except by his sanction. He 
neither himself eats nor allows hla 
debtor to eat, and this extraordinary 
starvation contest is kept up until 
either the debt Is paid or the creditor 
gives up the siege, and In the latter 
case the debt is held to be canceled. 


However strange it may appear to 


Europeans, this method of enforcing a 
demand Is an established and almost 
universal usage among the Mahrattas, 
and seems to them a mere matter of 
course. Even their "SclndlaJi," or 
chieftain, Is not exempt from It 


The laws by which the "dhurna" la 


regulated are as well denned as those 
of any other custom whatever. When 
It is meant to be very strict, the claim- 
ant takes with him a number of nl». 
followers, who surround the tent, and 
sometimes even the bed of his adver. 
eary, to make sure that he obtains no 
morsel of food. The code, however, 
prescribes the same abstinence for the 
man who imposes the ordeal; and, of 
course, the strongest stomach wlna 
the day. After all, we have little right 
to ridicule this absurdity; for our own 
laws provide, nominally at least, foi 
starving a Jury into a verdict. 


A similar custom was once so prer. 


aleut In the province and city of Be. 
nares that Brahmins were sometime* 
systematically put through a coursa 
of training to enable them to endure « 
long time without food. They wera 
then sent to the door of some rich per- 
son, where they publicly made a TOT? 
to remain fasting until a certain «uoi 
of money was padd, or until they per- 
tehed from starvation. To cause too 
death of a Brahmin was comriderod so 
heinous an offense that the ea*h waa 
generally forthcoming; but never wttn- 
oat a resolute struggle to determine 
whether the man was likely to prove 
•tanch, for the average Oriental will ol- 
most as eooo give up his life as hn 
money. '

The Size of Spain and Cuba. 


Spain is about as large as the States 


of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, New York, 
Pennsy.vania, Delaware and Ohio to- 
gether, and as a singular coincidence, 
had about the same population as these 
States combined at the last census. 
The State of Texas, however, contains 
about i y?> times the area of Spain. 


The island of Cuba is about as large 


as the State of Ohio. 
It lies exactly 


south of Pennsylvania. Its eastern ex- 
tremity is almost directly south of the 
city of New York and its western ex- 
tremity south ol Cincinnati, its length 
being about 760 miles, while its aver 
age width is but 60 miles.

Turn- 
ing to him Early said, "You'll never 
spill a drop of blood for the cause," 
and sure enough about six months lat- 
er Gen. Early came upon this fire eater 
with a wagon load of shoes which he 
was selling. "Help yourselves, boys," 
said the General to his troops, and 
they did.

The fire was 
discovered in the roof of the large ele- 
vator and •warehouse belonging to Cal- 
vin B. Anders, alongside the tracks of 
the Western Maryland Railroad, and in 
which were the ticket office and the office 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. A 
chopping mill was also located in the 
building, under the management of J. 
Wright Barrick. The fire spread rapidly 
and the entire structure was soon de- 
stroyed. It is believed that the fire was 
caused by a spark from a passing engine. 
The entire contents of the buildings, in- 
cluding machinery, grain, stray, hay, 
feed, etc., were totally destroyed. The 
buildings were new, having only been 
completed within the last two years, and 
occupied the same site of a similar 
structure, which was destroyed by fire 
two years ago. The total loss is about

The Commissioner of 


Public lloads believes in agitation. 
He keeps at it all the time.

.from his fourth annual report, which 
has just been issued: 


We have demonstrated by building 


numerous stone highways under the 
State aid law that we can have good 
roads withotft overloading with taxes 
this class of J smallest income. 
The 


farmers' returns are comparatively 
small compared with those in other 
pursuits; therefore, at first they hesi- 
tated to subscribe for the building of 
these improved highways, but they 
are rapidly learning that by the use of 
these they can very much add to their 
net incomes by the lessened cost in 
serving tho cities with their products. 


You can haul 505 pounds more on 


good, hard, sandy roads with four- 
inch tire with the same amount of 
power exerted than you can -with a 
one-and-a-hstlf-ineh tire. 
You can 


haul 471 pounds uiorc on level gravel 
roads with a four-inch lire with the 
same amount of power exerted than 
you can with a one-aud-one-half-inch 
tire. 


The object of all legislation should 


be the greatest good to the greatest 
number; therefore legislation should 
be liberal toward good roads, as they 
are more generally useful than any 
Form of public improvement. 


Good roads in the end will not cost 


as much money outlay as poor ones. 
No tax is as great as one of bad roads. 
A. bad road is a heavy tax on those who 
use it, and the worse the road th 
heavier the tax. 


Improved roads bring better price 


for farms and farm products. Double 
foads cheapen transportation. 


Can market over good roads when 


commodities are scarce; can always 
ship despite the weather. 


Rural homes are more sought after 


Along good roads. 


Cannot sell lands advantageously 


ilong poor roads. Good roads make 
brisker demand for farms. 


Bad roads cause a d^ecay of agricul- 


ture; they impose the greatest of all 
burdens on the farmer. 


Bad roads cause people to gather 


into cities. 


Wagon highways are the greatest 


arteries of commerce. 


The splendid condition of the roads 


of Switzerland and France is due to 
perpetual attention. 


Experience over a series of years 


demonstrates a stone road is cheaper 
than a gravel, although the first cost 
of gravel is much less, 
k The trained road builder is just as 
necessary as the trained doctor, manu- 
facturer-, or educator. 


Result of improved roads: Tremen- 


dous increase in value of farm proper- 
ty; facilitates business; greater happi- 
ness for farmer, wife, sons and daugh- 
ters; shortens distance to be traveled. 
He who shortens his distance to mar- 
ket gains a great advantage. 


Poor roads wear out the horses very 


rapidly, thus detracting very largely 
from the profits of the farm. 


Civilization is to be judged by the 


condition of the roads. 


Big Hats and Headache. 


The enormous hats worn by some 


ladies of the present day are said to 
cause a peculiarly irritating kind of 
headache. 
The weight of these hats 


in itself is too heavy for the delicate 
cranium of a woman, but worst of all 
is the anxiety the lady must feel in 
keeping such a thing poised on her 
head. A physician who was consult- 
ed prescribed die usual remedies for 
what ladies called the migraine, but 
strongly advised them to put aside 
such headgear and wear light, reason- 
able bonnets. 
This physician says 


that, although he is no alarmist, he is 
of opinion that the exaggerated hats 
overladen with ornaments which rnaay 
ladies now wear are responsible for a 
good deal of the peevishness, fretful-

A contemporary, commenting on the 


demand of tho Secretaries of War and 
Navy for more men for win-ships and 
batteries, remarks that wnile the la- 
bor market will, not feel tho. drain 
•imtch, it is a fact that such employ- 
ment of able-bodied men is 'just so- 
much subtracted from the productive 
forces of the country. Considering 
that tho number of men required can- 
not bo much in excess of 3000, alto- 
gether, the drain will be hardly per- 
ceptible. 
Soldiers hvbor, aud are the 


cause of employment of others; for 
armies must be fed and clothed as well 
as paid. Every year 50,000 men offer 
themselves for enlistment in the army, 
and recruiting officers can pick and 
choose. 
The aspirants for enlistment 


include many bright young Americans 
—no aliens will be taken now—to 
whom the military career is attractive. 


Nor are the inducements in the way 


of pay offered to bs despised by able- 
bodied young men who would other- 
wise be employed in civil labor in th«v 
lower grades of employment. 
While 


the private soldier begins his service at 
$13 a month, his pay increases §1 for 
every year of faithful service up to the- 
sixth, when it is $18. Sergeants in the- 
line get as high as $30 a month; in the 
engineers, ordnance and signal corps 
pay runs at its highest, from $30 to $50- 
a month. To the educated man in the 
ranks there is the chanca to compete 
for a commission. 


The navy pay for men before tho 


mast and petty officers is higher than, 
that given in the merchant service. 
When we consider how much is sup- 
plied gratis to the soldiers and sailor* 
iu the way of food, lodging and medi- 
cal attendance, we caa readily see that 
their pay compares very favorably, for 
single men at least, v.-ith the wagea 
given in at least the lower grades of 
mechanical employment. 


Many soldiers and sailors, steady, 


temperate, faithful men, lay up money 
enough during their service to begin a 
business career with a considerable' 
capita!. 
This is especially true in the 


West, where thrifty privates and "non» 
corns" made good investments in buy- 
ing land cheap ahead of a boom. Here 
in New England may be found men 
prospering in civil employment who a 
few years ago were in the ranks, and 
started in a new career with an honor- 
able discharge and a few hundred 
dollars of savings.—Boston 
Tran-

Russia's Adatnless Eden. 


While Bnssia does not take rank as 


thoroughly up to date and progres- 
sive in all lines, it will surprise many 
people to learn that there is in that conn- 
try a district which is wholly admin- 
istered and for the greater part of the 
year exclusively inhabited by the fair 
sex. It comprises some fifteen square 
miles in the province of Smolensk. 
In the early spring all fkv able-bodied 
males emigrate in search of work to 
the large towns, and remain absent 
for nine months or more, leaving their 
trives and daughters to cultivate the 
fields, and manage local affairs gen- 
erally under the presidency of a 
Mayoress. Before nightfall the women 
are said to assemble in a sort of club- 
house and play cards till 1 or 2 o'clock 
in the morning. Moreover, against 
the return of the men folk they brew 
quantities of brago, or small beer, and 
cook numbers of pirogbis, or patties. 
This Adamless Eden is one of the 
most prosperous and best conducted 
portions of the Empire, and the 
Czarina takes a strong interest in its 
welfare.

WAR9NJKWS OP THK WEEK. 


Spaniards Jeered at Americans an 


Xh«y Ii«ft B a vans Harbor. 


Washington, April 12.—The events of 


the past week in Washington 
have 


kept the general public guessing. While j 
there were endless war rumors. It was 
known that the president would oppose 
hostilities as far as consistent with 
national honor, and the members of his 
party in congress have felt averse to 
opposing his policy. While the war 
preparations in both army and navy 
have continued 
uninterruptedly the 


news given out here has led to the be- 
lief that war might yet be averted. 
A feeling of disgust spread over the 
country last Wednesday when it be"- 
came known that the long expected 
Cuban message would not be trans- i 
Bitted to congress, although It had 
been promised on that day. The rea- 
•cn given was that Consul General Lee 
bad counseled delay, fearing that there 
might be an uprising against Ameri- 
cans in Havana. The reports for th- 
day were extremely peaceful. Thu;'i- 
day war clouds again appeared, it be- 
ing announced that Consul General Leo 
bad been ordered to leave Havana, and 
on that day the exodus of Americans 
from the Cuban capital was begun. 
Friday's dispatches from Madrid reit- 
erated Spain's determination to allow 
no foreign intervention. Another peace- 
ful change came on Saturday, when it 
•was announced from Madrid that an 
armistice had been ordered in Cuba, 
and yesterday this armistice went into 
effect. But as the insurgents have not 
consented to the armistice, and still de- 
mand Cuban independence, it is not 
likely that the armistice will last. On 
Sunday the steamers from Havana 
landed the American refugees, includ- 
ing Consul General Lee, at Key West, 
and these refugees told of the jeers 
and Insults that had been flung at 
them by Spaniards as they were sail- 
ing out of tbe harbor. "Get out. Yan- 
kee swine," was among the mildest ex- 
pressions used. Vice Consul Springer 
waved his hand to a 
particularly 


abusive group and shouted: "Wait, i 
wait, my friends; we will be back j 
soon." When the sailors at Key West i 
Beard tbe expressions they felt certain ! 
tbat tbey would be called upon to 
bombard Havana this week, .and the 
prospect of war made them extremely 
Jubilant.

There are floating ‘stories occasion­ 
ally of frog farms here and there, but 
all apocryphal, Forest and Stream 
Bays, if by farming.be meant tho arti­ 
ficial propagation of frogs as fishes are 
propagated in hatcheries, and reared 
through the successive stages from the 
eggs to maturity. 
M. F. Chamber­ 
lain of the United States fish commis­ 
sion says that while the value of frogs 
is food is now thoroughly recognized 
tn this country, to such a degree, in-* 
deed, tbs,t the United States consumes 
more frogs than are eaten in any other 
country, not excepting France itself, 
human ingenuity has not as yet de­ 
mised a method of carrying artificial 
cultivation beyond the larval stage, 
ttis comparatively easy to stock a pond 
with breeding frogs or with tadpoles. 
They may be protected against their 
natural enemies, but the insurmount­ 
able trouble is to furnish food for the 
poung frogs. Live food is absolutely re­ 
quisite, but there is no practical de­ 
vice to furnish insects.

It comprises some fifteen square 
miles in tho province of Smolensk. 
In the early spring all the able-bodied 
males emigrate in search of work to 
the large towns, and remain absent 
for nine months or more, leaving their 
wives and daughters to cultivate tho 
fields, and manage local affairs gen­ 
erally under 
tho presidency of a 
Mayoress. Before nightfall the women 
are said to assemble in a sort of club­ 
house and play cards till 1 or 2 o’clock 
in the morning. 
Moreover, against 
the return of the men folk they brew 
quantities of brago, or small beer, and 
cook numbers of piroghis, or patties. 
This Adamless Eden is one of the 
most prosperous and best conducted 
portions of the Empire, and 
the 
Czarina takes a strong interest in ite 
welfare.

legislature." 


After referring to the futile efforts 
of hia predecessor to bring peace in 
Cuba he dwells at length on the order 
of concentration of Qeneral Weyler, of 
which he savs: 


"By the time the present 
adminis- 
tration took ofHce a year ago the agri- 
cultural population, 
to the 
estimated 
number of 300.000 or more, was herded 
within the towns and their Immediate 
viciiiage, deprived of the meana of sup- 
pott. rendered Restitute of shelter, left 
poorly clad and exposed to the most 
unsanitary conditions. 
As the scarcity 
of food increased with the devastation 
of the depopulated areas of production 
destitution 
and want 
became 
misery 
and starvation. 
Month by month the 
death 


rate Inct^ased In an 
alarming 
ratio. 
By 
March. 
1897, according 
to 
conservative 
estlixiates 
from 
Spanisn 
omclal sources, the mortality a m o n g the 
reconcentrados, 
from 
starvation 
and 
the diseases thereto incident, exceeded 
50 per cent of the total number. 
No 
practical relief 
was accorded 
to

destitute. 
The overburdened towns, al- 
ready suffering from general 
dearth, 
could give no aid.

"The so called 'zones of cultivation,'

The unfortunates, being for the most 
part women and children, with 
aged 
and helpless men, enfeebled 
by 
dis- 
ease 
and hunger, could not have tilled 
the soil, without tools, seed or shelter, 
for their own support or for the supply 
of the cities, 
Reconcentratlon. adopted 
avowedly as a war meanurc in order 
to cut off the resources of the insur- 
gents. worked its predestined result. As 
I said in my message of last December, 
it was not civilized warfare; it 
was 
extermination. 
The only peace it could 
beget w a s t h a t of the wilderness and 
the grave," 


Referring to the assassination of Pre- 
mier Canovas 
and 
the 
accession 
to 
power In Spain of a more liberal party, 
the message deals with the pledges of 
autonomy of the Sagasta cabinet and 
then discusses the work of the char- 
itable people in this country In reliev- 
ing 
the 
distressed 
reconcentrados, 
which h a s resulted in saving thousands 
of lives. 
The president declares f u r - 
ther t h a t ''the w a r in Cuba is of such 
a nature that, short of subjugation or 
military extermination, a final military 
victory for either side seems imprac- 
ticable." 


"Realizing 
this," 
he 
declares, 
"it 
appeared to be my duty in a spirit of 
true friendliness, no less to Spain than 
to the Cubans who have so much 
to 
lose by the prolongation of the struggle, 
to seek to bring about an 
Immediate 
termination of the war, 
To this end 
I submlttfid on the 27th u l t , as a result 
of much I'epresentation and correspond- 
ence through the United States 
min- 
ister a t 
Madrid, 
propositions to 
the 
Spanish 
government 
looking 
to 
a n 
armistice until Oct, 1 for the negotia- 
tion of peace with the good ofllces of 
the president." 


The reply of the Spanish government 
to the above was to the efft. t that they 
would accept at once a suspension of 
hostilities it applied for by the insur- 
gents.

have Interfered to check the hopeless 
sacrlflces of life b y Internecine 
con- 
flicts beyond their borders, is justifiable 
on rational grounds. 
The grounds for 
such Intervention m a y be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 


"First—In the cause of humanity and 
to put an end to the barbarities, blood- 
shed, starvation and horrible miseries 
now existing there, and which the par- 
ties to the conflict are either unable or 
unwilling to stop or mitigate. 
It is no 
answer to say this is all in 
another 
country, belonging to another nation, 
and is therefore none of our business. 
It Is specially our duty, for tt is right at 
our door, 


"Second—We owe It to our citizens in 
Cuba to afford them that 
protection 
and Indemnity for life and 
proptrty 
which no government there can or will 
afford, and to t h a t end to terminate t h t 
conditions t h a t deprive them of legal 
protection, 


"Third—The right to Intervene m a y b e 
Justified by the very serlousinjury to the 
commerce, trade and business of our 
people and by the wanton destruction 
of property and devastation of the isl- 
and. 


"Fourth—Aid, which 1B of the utmost 
Importance. 
The present condition of 
affairs in Cuba Is a constant menace 
to our peace, and entails upon this gov- 
ernment an enormous expense. 
With 
such a conflict waged for years in an

^The fireTT fnsilr- 
rectlon m a y

or

with varying seasons, but It has not 
been and It is plain that it cannot be 
extinguished by present methods. 
The 
only hope of relief and repose from a 
condition which can no longer be en- 
dured la the enforced pacification of 
Cuba.

"And in the interest of humanity and 
to aid In preserving the lives of the 
starving people of the island, I rec- , 
ommend that the distribution of food !

"The issue is now with the congress.

Action on Cuba. 


rBLAND MUST BE INDIPEKDEITT 


Washington, April IJr^The burden oi 
responsibility for the next move In the 
Spanish crisis having been shifted hy 
the 
president's 
message 
upon 
the 
shoulders of congress, the Capitol yester- 
day became the storm center, with the 
foreign affairs committees of the two 
houses as the foci. The struggle 
in 
each committee was long and 
bitter, 
with this marked 
difference 
between 
that at the senate wing and that a t the 
house end of the Capitol—in the sen- 
ate committee the Democrats as well 
as the Republicans participated, while 
at the house end the task was to se- 
cure harmonious action among the Re- 
publicans so as to present, If possible, 
a solid front when the Democrats weru 
finally 
called in for action. 


The 
senate 
committee's 
resolution 
will be the more radical of the two. 
It 
will declare for Immediate intervention, 
a general recognition of the rights of 
the Cuban people to freedom and inde- 
pendence, and will demand the with- 
drawal of the Spanish forces from the 
island. 


By a practically unanimous vote, the 
Cuban conference of Republican repre- 
sentatives decided last night to work 
In harmony with the house foreign af- 
fairs committee on representations of 
the latter's firm position to be Incor- 
porated in a report to the house, ex- 
pected today. 
This is the most signifi- 
cant step yet taken by the body of 
about three score aggressive Republi- 
can members whose course has been 
towards radical action. 
They were in 
sesBlon for an hour yesterday at 
the 
adjournment of the house, and 
after 
some vigorous speeches and the sub- 
mission of a report on how the foreign 
affairs committee stood decided 
that 
they would be satisfied with the report 
from the foreign affairs committee if it 
made no change in the position it an- 
nounced to the steering committee, sub- 
stantially as follows; 


A preamble reciting the conditions In 
Cuba, consisting largely of quotations 
from the president's message, 
which 
constitutes a scathing arraignment of 
Spanish misrule and the barbarities of 
the war, a vigorous reference to the 
blowing u p of the Maine and a resolu- 
tion authorizing, 
empowering and 
di- 
recting the president to intervene 
at 
once for the purpose of restoring peace 
and order and tlie establishing of 
a 
firm, 
stable and independent 
govern- 
ment on the Island of Cuba, with the ' 
free consent of the people of the Island, ' 
and empowering the president to em- 
ploy the a r m y and navy forces of the 
United States for this purpose.

evitable as a result of their adoption 
unless Spain makes a final and 
com- 
plete surrender by giving up the Isl- 
and of Cuba. 
The situation is regarded 
a s so critical that the RepuMirans of 
the ways and means committee, as a 
result 
of 
private 
conferenreR. 
hava 
reached an acrreement as to the method 
of raising $100,000.000 additional 
reve- 
nue annually for the prosecution of thai 
w a r by increasing the tax on beor and! 
tobacco and placing a tax on tea am) 
coflCee, 
They also agreed to authorlz. 
the issue of a popular loan of 
$500.000. 
000 and the issue of certificates of In 
debtednoss to meet emergencies. 


The diplomatic phase of tho Spanlsl 
situation is in statu quo. It Is the ex 
pectation that this status will contlnuo' 
for the present at least, while coniiresa 
considers the subject. A definite und<^r- 
standing has been reached by the rep- 
resentatives of the six great powers of 
Europe that no additional action 
from 
t h a t quarter would be opportune at this 
time. 


The armistice has gone into effect In 
Cuba, but no word has come as to tho 
attitude 
of the 
insurgents. 
If 
they 
do not accept it the expectation of tha 
Spanish government Is t h a t this win 
be made manifest within the next few 
days 
of 
continued hostilities by 
thu 
forces of Gomez and others. 
If 
the 
Spanish troops are attacked while in 
garrison they will defend 
themselves 
and thereafter will feel free to 
t a k e 
the offensive. 


Word reached here yesterday that the 
Spanish consul at Kev West had 
re- 
tired from the consulate there because 
of threats said to 
have been

against his life. 
This is the 
first 
re- 
moval of a Spanish official In the Uni- 
ted States as a result of the present 
trouble. 


It was stated this morning on high 
authority

house and senate will confer for the 
purpose of perfecting

It will be modified by the elimination 
of the second paragraph, which recog- 
nizes Cuban Independence, and 
other 
Blight changes made. 


The ovation that has followed Consul 
General Lee since he set foot on Ameri- 
can soil on his return from 
H a v a n a 
culminated last night in 
Washington 
in what was in m a n y ways one of the 
most 
remarkable 
demonstrations 
the 
city has ever seen. 
From the moment 
he alighted in the railroad station In 
the afternoon he was surrounded by a 
cheering crowd that followed him 
to 
the state department, and the spectaole 
of army and navy ofilcers and govern- 
ment employes cheering 
outside 
the 
very door of the secretary of state w a s 
wholly unprecedented In the history of 
that staid department. 
At night 
the 
city turned out In thousands, when 
a 
serenade was given General Lee at his 
hotel, and stood for hours In the street 
waiting for a glimpse of him. 
A large 
party came from New York, and there 
were 
fireworks 
and bands 
of 
music. 
General Lee was obliged to make 
a 
speech, In which he declared that 
it 
war comes In a few days or a few years 
New York and Virginia would 
stand 
shoulder to shoulder. 


The popular ofiiclal arrivedat 2-30yes- 
terrday afternoon, and it was with dif- 
ficulty 
that he reached the c a r n a g e In 
waiting. 
The enthusiasm w a s 
uncon- 
trollable and the crush tremendous. 
At 
the state department the clerksdeserted 
their desks and cheered him to the dour 
of Secretary Sherman's room. Hi« sub- 
sequent trip to the White House was a 
continuous ovation. 


Before the senate foreign

THE QUICK 
HORSE, 


An OutiyioxVlh of Improved American 
MetlioiU of riro-rifflitinK. 


In St. Nicholas there is an arti- 
cle on "The Quick Horse," by F. S. 
Dellenbaugh. devoted to the horses of 
the 
modern 
fire department. 
Mr. 
Dellenbaugh sayii: It is only within 
recent year.s that quick horses have 
been developed and appreciated and 
admired, and tho poet has not yet at- 
tempted to sinp: the praises of this 
more i)rosaie bi t noble animal. Yet, 
after all. to one who carefully examines 
tho matter, the quick horse appears to 
havo quite as good, if not a better 
claim upon our admiration and sym- 
pathy and encouragement. 
The swift 
horse wins the race; and in these days 
he may cause considerable money to 
change hands, in which there is cer- 
tainly nothing that is commendable. 
But tho quick horse I Avrito about 
saves life, saves proj-erty, and under 
modern conditions of life is essential 
to oiu* safety and general well-being. 
He is tile result indirectly of, poor 
building—an outgrowth of our skill- 
ful American iiro departments, which 
could not now o::ist without him. 


JNot SO very many years ago, 
when 
a fire broke oiit, everybody far and 
near began to run and, especially, be- 
gan to yell; and the volunteer iiremen 
of that time, being in the service for 
the excitementif it, joined in the y;ill, 
and started out the old hand-engine 
from its solemn repbse7while the fore- 
man running ahead shouted •innumer- 
able orders hoarsely through his trum- 
pet, to the great delight of hundreds 
of small boys i>anting to keei^ U2) in 
the glorious race. 


The fire—that was altogether a sec- 
ondary matter; and when they all fi- 
nally got there, they went to work 
with more or less eiliciency. 
There 
was a great deal of fun in the business, 
but fires Avere not extinguished. Our 
cities in the early days were not built 
to prevent fires, but seemed, if any- 
thing, rather built to encourage them. 


In France we may well be amused 
as we watch the jiompier corps trun- 
dle its bath-tub on wheels to the scene 
of conflagration, and deliberately 
fill 
its apartments with water dipped up 
from the gutter, Avhence it is thrown 
by a little pump upon the flames, be- 
cause we know much of the architec- 
ture there is solid, and if the fire is 
not extinguished it will soon burn it- 
self out. But in our country a mere 
spark may in a few seconds become a 
devouring furnace, and destroy house 
after house and block 
after block. 
Many buildings are tinder-boxes, and 
our dry climate adds to their infiamma- 
bility, Avhile the ever-i)resent careless 
or lazy workman by improper construc- 
tion gives the fire its first opportunity.

Smnllest Tliu<ii)leco In tho AVorltl. 


The smallest watch in tlie world is 
at present on exhibition in a show 
window in Berlin. 
It is the latest 
triumph in the art of 
watchmaking— 
the art that has made such wonderful 
progress within'the last decade. 


The lilliputian timepiece was made 
in Geneva. Following are given some 
of the tiny dimensions of its works. 


The diameter of the little watch is 
less than half an inch. 
The exact 
measurement is 
1-2 millimetres, or 
.4137 inch. 


Its thickness is 3 millimetres, or 
.1182 inch, being but little more than 
a tenth of an inch. 


The length of the minute hand is 
2 4-10 millimetres, 
or .09456 
inch. 
That of the hour hand is 1 3-10 milli- 
metres, or .05132 inch. 


The entire works of the tiny watch 
comprise ninety-five individual jjieces, 
audits exact weight is 14.3499 grains, 
or, according to the metric system, 
centigrammes— less 
than a single 
gram! 


After having been Avound up with 
tho diminutive key the watch will run 
for twenty-eight hours. 
The main- 
spring when run down has a circum- 
ference of .13396 inch. 
Its Aveight is 
38 milligrammes, or ,5902 grain, 


Tho -weight of the four main wheels 
•with their springs,is 42 milligrammes, 
or .0168 grain. 
There are thirteen 
cogs on tho little 
cylinder 
"wheel, 
•which has a circumference of 2 milli- 
metres, or ,0783 inch, and Aveighs .75 
milligramme, or .01155 grain. 


The balance has a circumference of 
3.57 millimetres, or ,140658 inch. 
In 
one hour it completes 
18,152 revolu- 
tions, traveling a distance of 9842 
feet 0 inches. 


The most delicate tools and measur- 
ing instruments wore made specially 
for the construction of this lilliputian 
watch. 
The preliminary work in the 
making of the timepiece was very ox- 
jjensive, and the selling price of the 
watch is comparatively low, being 
§1250.—New York Herald,

Hearty nnd Delicious Soup. 


A hearty 
delicious soup is this, 
given by Miss Parloa. It is too hearty, 
in fact, to precede a dinner of many 
courses, but is just the thing on a cold 
winter's day, when the subsequent 
menu is frugal.

one pint of white turnips cut in cubes, 
one-half pint of carrots in cubes, ono 
pint of potatoes in cubes, one-half 
pint of ieeks (the white part), one 
large onion, ono clove of garlic, one 
tablespoonful of salt, three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, ono teaspoonful of 
sugar, one-third teaspoonful of pep- 
per and two quarts of water.

half teaspoonful vanilla and the yolk 
of one egg, then set aside to cool.

the meantime, put some fat, lard or 
cottolene over the fire to heat, tho 
same as for crullers. ^ Then mi£ the 
yolk of one egg with one-quarter cui^ 
milk, a pinch of salt, one tablespoon- 
ful melted butter and two tablespoon- 
fuls flour, mix to a smooth batter; 
add last the beaten whites of two 
eggs. When the fat is hot, take small 
portions with a teaspoon from the 
cold, boiled cream, drop it in the bat- 
ter, then take it with a spoon, so that 
the cream is completely covered with 
tho batter; then let it fall into the fat, 
fry light brown; continue till all are 
fried. 
This will make about twenty 
cream fritttevs; serve them dusted with 
sugar or with fruit or lemon sauce.

rhcir Bodies Still Exhibited and Have 


Been Photographed, 


There Is strong evidence that the or- 
iginal Romeo and .Tullet were the lovers 
of Teruel, an ancient city in Spain. The 
legend of the lovers of Teruel has ex- 
isted in Spain longer than 
that of 
Romeo and Juliet in Italy, and tho two 
closely resemble ono another. 
It 13 
merely tho story of two youngjlpvers 
who di(!' mther than live without one 
another.

Archer M, Huntington, a student of 
Spanish literature, has visited Teruel 
and there seen and photographed tho 
mortal remains of the two bodies. 


They died early In the thirteenth cen- 
tury, and were buried in a chapel of 
the Church of San Pedro. In 1555, dur- 
ing a renovation of the chapel, their 
tomb was discovered. 
From that time 
It remained 
undisturbed until 1019, 
when the repairs of the chapel were 
terminated. Again the lovers rested lu 
peace until 1708, when they were re- 
moved to the.cloister and set up In a 
cupboard with a marble 
Inscription 
above them: 


"Here repose the celebrated Lovers 
of Teruel, Don Juan Diego Martinez de 
Marellla and Dona Ysabel de Segura. 
They died In the year 1217, and lu 17u8 
were transferred to this church." 


"Finally,-' says Mr. Huntington, "in 
1S54 the people of Teniel, realizing at 
last the importance of theU* mummi- 
fied lovers, had them placed upon a 
walnut stand, supported mechanic-ally 
in a standing position and clothed in 
light gauze skirts! It is impossible to 
conceive anything more grotesque or 
amusingly horrible. The romantic and 
passionate stoiy ends in a showcase. 
The dusty, bony corpses raised to a hor- 
rible similitude of life, are even so ad- 
Justed as to suggest on affectionate 
gaze towsrd each other—a gaze eman- 
ating from profound 
sockets, -above 
which are two bald and glassy heads. 
Marcella Js the best preserved, the lady 
having Ijeen Injured and having lost aa 
eye in tlie exhumation in 1555." 


The most valuable litei'ary version of 
the story 
of the lovers of Teruel was 
written by Don Juan Eugenio Ilartzen- 
boseh in 1837,
